our  grasp,  and  eonslgiis  it  to  utter  ucstruction.  ]  ! 
say,  we  grieve  end  lament,  at  the  time,  that  such  , 
should  bo  the  case  ;  but  when  time  disperses  the  '' 
veil  under  whicli  we  have  labored,  and  reveals  to 
us  the  true  and  final  result  of  our  endeavors,  how 
often  do  we,  while  contemplating  upon  them,  ex-', 
jierienee  as  heartfelt  thankfulness  that  we  have|| 
been  disappointed,  as  we  did  saduess  when  dis-  i 
Hfipointed.  | 

Let  us  notice,  for  a  few  moments,  the  eflcct  of 
unbroken  prosperity  upon  ns,  continued  only  for  , 
a  short  time.  We  may  at  first,  perhaps,  start 
well;  hut  soon  treacherous  memory,  surrounded  j 
by  the  blaze  of  present  success,  ceases  to  remind  ' 
us  of  past  experienee.  Little  by  little  we  deviate  ;i 
from  a  course  which  reason  would  seem  to  die-  ■; 
tatc,  if  it  were  not  totally  disregarded,  and  as  time  j 
increases,  prudence  con-^tantly  decreases,  until  we  ] 
begin  to  imagine  ourselves  almost  infallible,  and 
naturally  look  upon  those  aicund  us  with  a  de-  l| 
spismg  eye.  Uut  this  is  not  all :  the  farther  we  |i 
advance  with  constant  success  attending  us,  the 
more  reckless  :md  imprudent  we  become  in  form- !; 
ng  plans,  ami  in  the  choice  of  measures  to  carry  |! 
ifaem  into  execution  ;  and^  as  an  unavoidable  j 
consequence,  wc  must  sooner  or  later  experience  | 
a  sad  reverse,  and  the  longer  dcl.ayed  the  greater  j 
will  he  the  fall. 

How  Ibrcibly  is  this  illustrated  in  the  history  of 
this  coiintiy  for  a  few  years  past.  Preceding  the 
year  1834,  it  had  been  uncommonly  prosperous 
for  a  series  of  years,  and  the  people  generally 
had  been  rapidly  advancing  tii  ivcalih.  But  with 
this  gradual  t.iid  sine  increase  they  were  not  con¬ 
tent;  ihe  corroding  streams  of  filthy  lucre  were 
too  small  to  satisfy  their  craving  desires,  tlulden 
dreams  and  visions  now  began  to  fire  many  a 
brain,  and  so  strong  became  the  mania  for  riches, 
that  people  by  hundreds  began  to  desert  their 
laudable  and  prolilablc  employments  in  the  ine- 
chatiiu  arts,  manufactures  and  agriculture,  and 
embarked  in  the  wild  schcMiies  of  base  specula¬ 
tion.  And  what  followed  ?  Let  the  thousands 
who  have  so  severely  felt  the  luird  limes  from 
which  we  arc  just  emerging,  answer.  The  whole  |[ 
country  gioancd  as  if  under  the  avenging  hand  ' 
of  some  mighty  desolating  scourge  !  |i 

Now  let  us  briefly  notice  the  eflecl  produced 
by  the  change  of  circumstances,  these  reverses  of : 
tortuiie,  which  we  call  adversity.  The  very  first  !■ 
is.  it  brings  ns  to  ourselves  agaiu,  and  we  arise 
and  leiuiii  to  the  path  of  rectitude  and  duly,  j 
Reason  and  judgment  reaseend  their  iluones,  and  : 
preside  over  our  conduct  once  more.  Our  use- j! 
fulness  in  society  is  iticieased,  by  tendering  us  j 
liiore  dependant  upon  our  fellows,  thereby  en-  i 
larging  our  clrarily  and  good  will  towards  them. 
But  more  than  all,  it  gonerat^'s  a  resistless  vigor  j 
in  tlie  irdnd,  [uirifies  it  of  dross,  releases  it  from 
the  de.nlly  shaekh.-s  iiv.poscd  by  luxurious  ease, 
and  permits  it  to  walk  forth  in  all  the  stalely  dig¬ 
nity  of  ail  iiiimertal  agent.  How  iiriny  bright 
and  shining  lights,  that  glaringly  stand  forth  in 
the  galaxy  of  renown,  have  been  placed  there  by 
the  stern  hand  of  adversity  !  How  many  death¬ 
less  works  of  genius  have  thus  been  forced  into 
existence !  ' 

Nothisg  is  so  detrimental,  so  paralyzing  to  the  I 
powers  of  the  mind,  as  to  surround  it  with  afihi-  ' 
eiice  and  e.ase.  Under  such  an  influence,  it  sinks 
down  into  a  listless  inactivity,  and  becomes  intel-  i 
ieciually  dead  to  every  thing  ttuly  great  and  no¬ 
ble.  But  let  that  mind  come  under  the  puiify- 
ing  band  of  affliction — multiply  reverses  of  for-! 
iitoe  upon  it— and  they  will  but  sharpen  iu  ener-' 


gies,  and  rouse  them  to  an  activity  that  will 
overcome  every  obstacle.  There  is,  too,  a  reno¬ 
vating  moral  power  in  adversity.  It  is.  when  man  '' 
is  elated  by  prosperity  and  engrossed  in  worldly- 1! 
mindedness,  and  consequently  forgetful  of  his  ] 
dependence  upon  the  Author  of  his  being,  and  , 
of  his  duty  to  his  lelluw-meii,  that  adversity,  i 
with  chastening  influence,  comes  to  the  task,  and  | 
recals  the  wanderer  to  his  own  proper  sphere: 
again.  Who  that  has  ever  passed  through  the 
trying  ordeal  of  sorrow  and  affliction,  but  has  felt  ^ 
its  inspiring  influence — has  perceived  his  feelings, 
brighten  and  beautify — his  thoughts  become  more 
chaste — his  motives  puier,  .and  liisunnatur.d  fond-  j 
ness  for  the  evanescent  things  of  earth  diminish-! 
ed  ?  Who  that  has  ever  wimessed  a  fellow-inor-  j 
lal  in  disliess,  but  has  felt  the  virtuous  emotions  | 
of  his  own  soul  enkindling  into  benevolence  and  ; 
charity?  Snch  we  believe  to  be  the  influence  of: 
adversity  on  man — strciigiheiiing  h:s  intellectual ! 
powers  by  bringing  them  into  vigorous  exercise  i 
— chastening  his  mural  feelings,  and  adding  vigor  | 
to  bis  virtuous  impulses.
